The char- 
ges on wheat shiped in bulk to the Fert 
Wiliam and Port Auther elevators are 
three cents unifor.s!y aiong the main line. 
There have also been reduction along the 
branches, The rates over the all-rail route 
have also dropped. From Brandon to 
Mestreal the charges for wheat are 55 
cents, for oats 44, and for barley 44, cents 
from Winnipeg wheat 50, oats 42, barley:
